‘Mr. Speaker’ 
gets ‘best alum’ 


You may know him as “Mr. 
Speaker,” but his class 
members call him just plain 
“Bob.” 

J. Roberts Dailey, who 
served as Speaker of the 
Indiana House of Represen- 
tatives from 1980-1986, was a 
1937 graduate of Riley High 
School, serving as saluatarian 
of the class of 31 students. 

“Bob was always in- 
telligent, ambitious and a 
worker,” said classmate Elsie 
G. McCrocklin. 

He was also attentive to his 
fellow alumni. 

“When we had our 50th 
anniversary (reunion) from 
high school, he rented a room 
at the Holiday Inn and had 
refreshments for us all and 
roses for the ladies,” 
McCrocklin. added. “It was 
lovely and we had sucha nice 
evening.” 

In his book, “Mr. Speaker,” 
Dailey recalls his early years, 
saying: 

“I was born at home on a 
farm... It was a typical dairy 
farm for those years, and my 
life included the usual farm 
chores involving horses, cows, 
pigs and chickens. Operating 
our small] dairy involved lots 
of hard work to keep 
everything running. 
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portive in helping my brother, 
my mother, and me to keep 
going. The church was impor- 
tant in our lives, and that’s 
where I spent a lot of time, 
although school was also im- 
portant.” > 

At his mother’s urging, he 
enrolled at Indiana State Un- 
iversity, “graduating with a 
degree in business and a real 
interest in journalism. I went 
immediately into the military 
for five years, advancing in 
rank from private to captain.” 

Incidentally, his mother, 
Ruth, is a member of his 1941 
graduating class at ISU. 
Three years after her 
husband’s death, she enrolled 
at ISU to earn her two-year 
teaching certificate. After 
several years of alternately 
teaching and attending ISU, 
she completed her fourth year 
at the same time as her son 
and the two received their 
college degrees together. 

It was after Dailey’s dis- 
charge from the military that 
a fellow officer invited him to 
come to Muncie to begin a 
career in real estate. 

Muncie was where he 
became interested in politics, 
working at the precinct level 
and Muncie is the town that 
elected him to the Indiana 
Bae of Representatives in 


Then, four years later, he 
was selected Speaker of the 
House, a position he was to 


maintain until he was de- 
feated in his bid for re- 
election in 1986. 

“My strong opposition to 
legalizing gambling in In- 
diana probably had a lot to do 
with my defeat for re-election 
in 1986,” Dailey wrote. “The 
same committee heard the bill 
each year for six years. I could 
have done a number of things 
within the system to block the 
bill, but I didn’t. I regret that 
the issue became the 
‘Speaker’s Power’ rather than 
the validity of endorsing 
gambling. 

“The facts are that for four 
years the committee voted 
against the bill, and it did not 
reach the floor. One-year, 
when it reached the floor, I 
refused to allow the members 
to vote on it, but the next year 
I did. I believe my treatment 
of the bill was even-handed. 
But the media told the public 
another story.”

“Riley School has been my 
second home,” writes Lois 
Baker — in what could be one 
of the biggest understate- 
ments of all times. 

As a small girl, she entered 
the first; grade»at the Riley 
School.

Nearly 20 
years later, he was a member 
of the Vigo County School 
Corp. board of trustees when 
the doors first opened at Terre 
Haute North and Terre Haute 
South high schools. 

“Each time I see results of 
a swim meet at the schools, I 
get a lot of satisfaction. I 


fought hard to have the pools. 


put in the buildings. A lot of 
people didn’t think they were 
necessary,” he said. 

Even though he’s a big 
sports fan now, particularly of 
Indiana State University 
basketball, Haas didn’t 
participate in sports as a 
Student at Riley. He does 
recall that the school house 
and gymnasium burned down 
in 1937, when he was in the 
fifth grade. The new school 
was completed in 1939. 

“Because of the fire, our 
basketball team didn’t have a 
place to practice and we only 
won two games in 1939. We 
beat New Goshen and Wiley,” 
he said. Two of the players for 
Wiley at that time were E. V. 
“Curly” Halt, who later was 
principal at Terre Haute 
South, and Kenny Cottom, 
the former superintendent of 
schools and Gerstmeyer prin- 
cipal. 

These days, Haas and his 
wife, the former Virginia 
Houk who graduated from 
Riley in 1944, spend a lot of 
time traveling. They are two 
of the few people who will 
have seen seen all but two of 
ISU’s basketball games for 
the past four years. Coach 
Tates Locke has publicly 
called the couple “two of the 
best friends” he’s had since 


coming to Terre Haute.

advisory board of the ISU 
Sycamore Varsity Fund. 

Until 1985, the Haases had 
little time for travels or any 
type of outside activities. For 
more than 40 years, they were 
involved with the operation of 
a large farm and, for more 
than 10 years, two coal mines 
in the area. 

Haas is proud of the fact 
that his farm twice was a 
winner in state corn growing 
contests and was “written up” 
in Successful Farming 
Magazine in 1962. 

At the same time, Funk’s G. 
Hybrid Seed Corn Co. sent 
him to Iowa on more than one 
occasion to speak at seminars 
devoted to the growing of 
corn. “We had about 1,000 
people at one of the sessions,” 
he recalled. 

Haas was elected to three 
terms on the school board, 
serving for 12 years. “I was on 
the first elected board follow- 
ing school reorganization in 
1962,” he said. 

He said economics dictated 
the closing of schools and 
eventual consolidation in the 
county. 

“It was getting to the place 
you couldn’t afford to pay a 
teacher who only had three 
students. The first step was to 
close the one-room schools in 
favor of consolidated units 
and the second step was to 
move into larger units. 

“We really caught it when 
we closed the city schools. But 
I can’t fault the people for 
that,” Haas said. 

In addition to battling for 
pools in the high schools, he 
also successfully lobbied for 
vocational education at both 
schools instead of just one. 

In the 1960s, he also was 
involved with a group that 
battled the federal govern- 
ment’s proposal to establish a 
10,000-acre wildlife refugue 
in Vigo and Clay counties. 
“Our farm was right in the 
middle of it,” he noted. 

It took some doing, he says, 
but the idea finally was killed 
after three years of hearings 
and debate on the issue. 
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While girls didn’t compete in sports in the 
“good ol’ days,” many were active in the 
Girls Athletic Association, where they 
participated in a number of games, as 
indicated in these two photos.

Bruce-Fischer: 

Riley had some tough luck 
in the early days of basketball 
at the school when the gym- 
nasium burned to the ground 
in 1937. The new gym, built 
on the same spot where the 
other had been, was opened in 
1939. 

Terre Haute Wiley supplied 
the opposition when Riley 
dedicated its new gymnasium 
and the Cossacks responded 
that night with an upset 
victory over the Red Streaks. 

Joe Fox, who graduated 
from Riley in 1937 and went 
on to play basketball at In- 
diana State University, is a 
walking encyclopedia on the 
town of Riley ‘and every 
basketball team in. the 
school’s history. 

Fox says the earliest coach 
he can recall at Riley was 
Leonard Jack Lowe. In 1934, 
Red Willis coached the Cos- 
sacks. He was followed, 
among others, by Charles 
“Rocky” Pierson, Edgar 
Liston, Ernie Holsclaw, 
Whitey Houk and Erwin. 

Another Cossack who went 
on to join the ISU team was 
Ted Dayhuff, Riley Class of 
55, who played for the 
Sycamores under Coach 
Duane Klueh. 

Fox also likes to tell the 
story about the time Coach 
Ernie Holsclaw took his Riley 
team to Fowler for the longest 
road trip in the school’s his- 
tory. To complicate matters, 
the weather was horrible and 
the highways were ice-coated 
all the way to Fowler. 

The Mothers Club had 
loaded the back of the bus 
with sandwiches and coffee 
for the trip and, Fox adds, 
“You would have thought they 
were going to Alaska instead 
of Fowler. 

After the bus arrived at 
Fowler, Holsclaw ordered the 
bus driver to continue on for 
two miles beyond the town. 
He then ordered his team to 

et off the bus and jog back to 
«Fowler High School, obviously 
believing it would warm up 
the players for the game. 

It didn’t, and the results 
were not pretty. 

Riley never won a sectional 
championship, but the Cos-

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Hartsock remembers... 
that championship season

Riley High School wasn’t 
always a Vigo County 
baseball power, but in their 
one season of glory the Cos- 
sacks were unbeatable. 

“I don’t think we lost a 
game that year,” Gerald 
Hartsock said recently, and 
when going through the clip- 
pings for that season, which 
encompassed the fall of 1951 
and the spring of 1952, his 
thought was confirmed. 

It was difficult, in fact, for 
Hartsock — a pitcher and 
first baseman with the county 
champions — to even find a 
close game involving Riley. A 
10-7 victory over Fontanet 
was the closest thing to a nail- 
biter that appeared in his 
scrapbook. 


Hartsock, who was also 
president. of the Class of ’52 
and a four-year basketball 
player at Riley, recalls that he 
split pitching duties with left- 
hander Max Smith. 

Other members of the team 
included third baseman Babe 
Gummere, shortstop Lyle Ov- 
erton, outfielder Max Helton, 
catcher Harold Baker and 
Henry West, Charles Weddle, 
Bill Baart and Bob Wells. 

Stewart should have been 
easy for Hartsock to re- 
member. “He’s our rural car- 
rier [for The Tribune-Star] 
now,” Hartsock said of his 
former teammate. 


“We always played pretty 
good defense, and we had 
some good hitters too,” 
Hartsock said in recalling 
what he believes is Riley's 
only county championship 
diamond squad. “We had good 
games with Honey Creek and 
Glenn, and Valley was always 
tough.” 

Hartsock pitched a two- 
hitter in a 10-2 win over 
Glenn that season, but it was 
Smith who took the mound 
when the Cossacks and Valley 
— both teams sporting 7-0 
records — played for the 
county title. 

Riley got another one-sided 
victory that day, winning 9-3 
behind Smith’s pitching. “I 
think he might have played 
some semi-pro bal down 
around Jasper after that,” 
Hartsock said of Smith, but 
he didn’t remember any of the 
other players continuing in 
the sport. “We were all pretty 
good that year,” he noted. 


Hartsock worked 24 years 
for Ethyl Visqueen, and is 
now a maintenance carpenter 
at Rose-Hulman Institute of 
Technology. Baseball is re- 
gaining importance in his life 
too, he said. 

“I have a grandson who is a 
dandy ball player. He plays 
down at Dixie Bee,” said 
Hartsock. 

Does the 10-year-old get 
any advice from Grandpa? 

“Tsn’t that what all 
grandfathers do?” Hartsock 
replied. 


Class hoop tournaments 


“Some of the fondest 
memories of the Class of 1937 
are the class tournaments 
held in the years 
1933-34-35-36,” wrote Paul R. 
Smith. 


“The rivalry ... between 
these classes was something 
we will never forget. In 1933, 
the Class of 1937 were eighth- 
graders (but) were allowed to 
take part in the tournament 
and were runners-up to the 
seniors.

You may know him as “Mr. 
Speaker,” but his class

J. Roberts Dailey, who 
served as speaker of the 
Indiana House of Represen- 
tatives nai J980 100 jae a 
1937 graduate 6 ig 
School, serving as salua atarian 
of the class of 31 students. 

“Bob was always in- 
telligent, ambitious and a 
worker,” said classmate Elsie 
G. McCrocklin. 

He was also attentive to his 
fellow alumni. 

“When we had our 50th 
anniversary (reunion) from 
high school, he rented a room 
at the Holiday Inn and had 
refreshments for us all and 
roses for the ladies,” 
McCrocklin added. “It was 
lovely and we had such.a nice 
evening.” 

In his book, “Mr. Speaker,” 
Dailey recalls his early years, 


saying: 
“I was born at home on a 
farm... It was a typical dairy 


farm for those years, and my 
life included the usual farm 
chores involving horses, cows, 
pigs and chickens. Operating 
our small] dairy involved lots 
of hard work to keep 
eve hing running 

y father died Eeh I was 
eight, but both sets of 
grandparents were very sup- 
portive in helping my brother, 
my mother, and me to keep 
going. The church was impor- 
tant in our lives, and that’s 
where I spent a lot of time, 
although school was also im- 
portant.” 

At his mother’s urging, he 
enrolled at Indiana State Un- 
iversity, “graduating with a 
degree in business and a real 
interest in journalism. I went 
immediately into the military 
for five years, advancing in 
rank from private to captain.” 

Incidentally, his mother, 
Ruth, is a member of his 1941 
graduating class at ISU. 
Three years after her 
husband’s death, she enrolled 
at ISU to earn her two-year 
teaching certificate. After 
several years of alternately 
teaching and attending ISU, 
she completed her fourth year 
at the same time as her son 
and the two received their 
college degrees together. 

It was after Dailey’s dis- 
charge from the military that 
a fellow officer invited him to 
come to Muncie to begin a 
career in real estate. 

Muncie was where he 
became interested in politics, 
working at the precinct level 
and Muncie is the town that 
elected him to the Indiana 
House of Representatives in 
1976 

Then, four years later, he 
was selected Speaker of the 
House, a position he was to 


maintain until he was de- 
feated in his bid for re- 
election in 1986. 

“My strong opposition to 
legalizing gambling in In- 
diana probably had a lot to do 
with my defeat for re-election 
in 1986,” Dailey wrote. “The 
same committee heard the bill 
each year for six years. I could 
have done a number of things 
within the system to block the 
bill, but I didn’t. I regret that 
the issue became the 
‘Speaker’s Power’ rather than 
the validity of endorsing 
gambling. 

“The facts are that for four 
years the committee voted 
against the bill, and it did not 
reach the floor. 
when it reached the floor, I 
refused to allow the members 
to vote on it, but the next year 
I did. I believe my treatment 
of the bill was even-handed. 
But the media told the public 
another story.” 


“We will always remember 
him,” said classmate Mary 
Jackson, “pictured standing 
at the podium with that direct 
blue-eyed gaze toward the 
constituents,- deciding what 
he thought was best for all.”

“Riley School has been my 
second home,” writes Lois 
Baker — in what could be one 
of the biggest understate- 
ments of all times. 

As a small girl, she entered 
the first; grade»at the Riley 
School. She remained at the 
school until her graduation in 
1932. 

After receiving her degree 
from Indiana State Teachers 
College, she returned to the 
Riley School and taught for 49 
years — until her retirement 
in 1984. 

When she retired, it was 
with the distinction of having 
the third-longest term of 
service with the Vigo County 
School Corp. 


During her career, Baker

Larry Stuckey now coaches 
the girls junior varsity 
basketball team at Terre 
Haute South, but he once lit 
up the nets for Riley High 
School. 

Stuckey was the winner in 
balloting to determine the 
now-defunct school’s best 
athlete, and was surprised at 
his selection. 

“Pm shocked,” he said. “I 
really thought Ted Dayhuff or 
Joe Fox would win.” 

Stuckey played baseball 
and ran track, but 
acknowledges his best sport 
was basketball. 

“I guess you could say I was 
the point guard,” he recalls. “I 
averaged about 17 or 18 
points per game my senior 
year — mostly from the 
outside. 

“I used to shoot a two- 

* handed set shot — that’s what 
they called it in those days,” 
Stuckey continued. “When 
they put the 3-pointer in a few 
years ago, many people told 
me I would have averaged 
more if we had had it back 
when I played.” 

Stuckey started for the Cos- 
sacks in his sophomore, junior 
and senior years after dress- 
ing for the sectional as a 
freshman. His team’s best 
year was his senior year of 
1960, in which Riley went 
20-4 and was runner-up in 
the sectional to Garfield. 

Stuckey said the most 
thrilling game he played in 
was that sectional final at the 
old Indiana State University 
women’s gymnasium. 

“It was like the county 
school against the city 
school,” said Stuckey, who 
made the all-tourney team 
that year. “The thing I re- 

member most about that 

game was the crowd noise. 

Our fans started doing the

‘two bits, four bits’ cheer 
really loudly and then the 
Garfield fans:started doing it. 

“You couldn’t hear 
anything and people talked 
about that game for a lot of 
years,” he continued. “We 
didn’t win, but it was a lot of 
fun.” 

Stuckey was among a group 
of five players which stayed 
together from grades six 
through 12. The other guard 
in that quintet was Jim 
McCoskey, while Bruce Fis- 
her was the center and the 
forwards were Brad York and 
Gary Streeter. 

“Our coach talked to us 
about winning the sectional 
from when we were in the 
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sixth grade,” Stuckey said. 
“We played together the 
whole time, except in our 
freshman and sophomore 
years when some of us were 
split up between the varsity, 
junior varsity and freshman 
teams.” 

Stuckey said his senior year 
got off to a great start and the 
first loss was a painful, but 
memorable, one. 

“We won our first 13 games 
that year before Glenn beat 
us by two points,” he recalls. 
“That was the biggest crowd I 
ever saw at one of our games.” 

Stuckey said the Riley gym 
seated 1,600 people but more 
than 2,000 were crammed 
into the facility on that night.

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“The place was packed at 
5:30, and the junior varsity 
ame didn’t start until 6:30,” 
e said. “I remember I had an 
aunt and uncle drive all the 
way from Ohio to see that 
game and they couldn't get in. 
Finally, at halftime of the 
varsity game, they managed 
to squeeze their way in.” 

Stuckey, who teaches 
physical education at Dixie 
Bee Elementary School, said 
his best individual moment 
came during his sophomore 
year in a game against North 
Central. 

“They had won the Wabash 
Valley preliminary tourney 
that year and had a really 
good team,” he said. “I hit a

last-second shot to beat them, 
from just above the top of the 
circle.” 

Another memorable game, 
unfortunately another loss, 
came against Otter Creek in 
the Wabash Valley tourney. 

“I remember we made a 
basket with seven seconds left 
that put us ahead by one 
point,” Stuckey said. “Then 
they came down and scored at 
the buzzer to beat us. I have 
a lot of good memories, but it 
seems like most of the games 
they come from are ones we 
lost.” 

Stuckey pitched for the 
school’s baseball team and 
ran the 100 and 220 sprints 
for the school’s track team. 

He has passed along some 
of his knowledge to his 
daughter, Cara, a Dixie Bee 
fifth-grader who was runner- 
uP in the National Elks Hoop 
Shoot free throw contest two 
years ago. She won the local 
and regional contests again 
this year, and will be compet- 
ing in the state competition at 
Kokomo in a few weeks.

Paul] Haas has been directly 
involved with the “big and the 
small” of education in Vigo 
County. 

The retired farmer 

aduated from Riley High 

chool in 1943. Nearly 20 
years later, he was a member 
of the Vigo County School 
Corp. board of trustees when 
the doors first opened at Terre 
Haute North and Terre Haute 
South high schools. 

“Each time I see results of 
a swim meet at the schools, I 
get a lot of satisfaction. I 


fought hard to have the pools, 


put in the buildings. A lot of 
people didn’t think they were 
necessary,” he said. 

Even though he’s a big 
sports fan now, particularly of 
Indiana State University 
basketball, Haas didn’t 
participate in sports as a 
student at Riley. He does 
recall that the school house 
and gymnasium burned down 
in 1937, when he was in the 
fifth grade. The new school 
was completed in 1939. 


“Because of the fire, our 
basketball team didn’t have a 
place to practice and we only 
won two games in 1939. We 
beat New Goshen and Wiley,” 
he said. Two of the players for 
Wiley at that time were E. V. 
“Curly” Halt, who later was 
principal at Terre Haute 
South, and Kenny Cottom, 
the former superintendent of 
schools and Gerstmeyer prin- 
cipal. 

These days, Haas and his 
wife, the former Virginia 
Houk who graduated from 
Riley in 1944, spend a lot of 
time traveling. They are two 
of the few people who will 
have seen seen all but two of 
ISU’s basketball games for 
the past four years. Coach 
Tates Locke has publicly 


called the couple “two of the 
best friends” he’s had since 
coming to Terre Haute. 

The local man is a member 
of the board of trustees for the 
ISU Foundation and is on the 


advisory board of the ISU 
Sycamore Varsity Fund. 

Until 1985, the Haases had 
little time for travels or any 
type of outside activities. For 
more than 40 years, they were 
involved with the operation of 
a large farm and, for more 
than 10 years, two coal mines 
in the area. 

Haas is proud of the fact 
that his farm twice was a 
winner in state corn growing 
contests and was “written up” 
in Successful Farming 
Magazine in 1962. 

At the same time, Funk’s G. 
Hybrid Seed Corn Co. sent 
him to Iowa on more than one 
occasion to speak at seminars 
devoted to the growing of 
corn. “We had about 1,000 
people at one of the sessions,” 
he recalled. 

Haas was elected to three 
terms on the school board, 
serving for 12 years. “Iwas on 
the first elected board follow- 
ing school reorganization in 
1962,” he said. 

He said economics dictated 
the closing of schools and 
eventual consolidation in the 
county. 

“It was getting to the place 
you couldn’t afford to pay a 
teacher who only had three 
students. The first step was to 
close the one-room schools in 
favor of consolidated units 
and the second step was to 
move into larger units. 

“We really caught it when 
we closed the city schools. But 
I can’t fault the people for 
that,” Haas said. 

In addition to battling for 
pools in the high schools, he 
also successfully lobbied for 
vocational education at both 
schools instead of just one. 

In the 1960s, he also was 
involved with a group that 
battled the federal govern- 
ment’s proposal to establish a 
10,000-acre wildlife refugue 
in Vigo and Clay counties. 
“Our farm was right in the 
middle of it,” he noted. 

It took some doing, he says, 
but the idea finally was killed 
after three years of hearings 
and debate on the issue. 
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While girls didn’t compete in sports in the 
“good ol’ days,” many were active in the 
Girls Athletic Association, where they 
participated in a number of games, as 
indicated in these two photos. Pictured in the 
top photo, taken in 1953, are: Mary Anne 
Haymaker, Nina Faye Baker, Carmelita 
Tague, Wilma Woods, Wanda Snyder, Velma 
Dayhuff, Faye Donald, Sponsor Janet Purcell, 
Georgia Brown, Linda McCoskey, Shirley 
Hartsock, Phyllis Daniel and Beverly Kitch.

Basketball at the former 
Riley High School hit its peak 
during the 1959-60 season 
when the Cossacks, coached 
by Wayne Erwin, compiled a 
20-4 record good enough for a 
co-championship of Vigo 
County. 

Among the members of that 
team were Larry Stuckey, 
Bradley York, Jim McCoskey, 
Hal Sloop, Jerry Streeter and 
Bruce Fischer. 

Riley had some tough luck 
in the early days of basketball 
at the school when the gym- 
nasium burned to the ground 
in 1937. The new gym, built 
on the same spot where the 
other had been, was opened in 
1939. 

Terre Haute Wiley supplied 
the opposition when Riley 
dedicated its new gymnasium 
and the Cossacks responded 
that night with an upset 
victory over the Red Streaks. 

Joe Fox, who graduated 
from Riley in 1937 and went 
on to play basketball at In- 
diana State University, is a 
walking encyclopedia on the 
town of Riley ‘and every 
basketball team in. the 
school’s history. 

Fox says the earliest coach 
he can recall at Riley was 
Leonard Jack Lowe. In 1934, 
Red Willis coached the Cos- 
sacks. He was followed, 
among others, by Charles 
“Rocky” Pierson, Edgar 
Liston, Ernie Holsclaw, 
Whitey Houk and Erwin. 

Another Cossack who went 
on to join the ISU team was 
ae Dayhuff, Riley Class of 

Who played for the 
Saares under Coach 
Duane Klueh. 

Fox also likes to tell the 
story about the time Coach 
Ernie Holsclaw took his Riley 
team to Fowler for the longest 
road trip in the school’s his- 
tory. To complicate matters, 
the weather was horrible and 
the highways were ice-coated 
all the way to Fowler. 

The Mothers Club had 
loaded the back of the bus 
with sandwiches and coffee 
for the trip and, Fox adds, 
“You would have thought they 
were going to Alaska instead 
of Fowler.” 

After the bus arrived at 
Fowler, Holsclaw ordered the 
bus driver to continue on for 
two miles beyond the town. 
He then ordered his team to 
get off the bus and jog back to 
Fowler High School, obviously 
believing it would warm up 
the players for the game. 

It didn’t, and the results 
were not pretty. 

Riley never won a sectional 
championship, but the Cos- 
sacks had some upsets and 
some near upsets in the local 
sectional. ey almost beat 
one of Garfield’s good teams 
once,” Fox recalls, “but I can’t 
remember what year that 
was.”

Hartsock remembers . .“. 
that championship season

Riley High School wasn’t 
always a Vigo County 
baseball power, but in their 
‘one season of glory the Cos- 
sacks were unbeatable. 

“I don’t think we lost a 

ame that year,” Gerald 
artsock said recently, and 
when going through the clip- 
pings for that season, which 
encompassed the fall of 1951 
and the spring of 1952, his 
thought was confirmed. 

It was difficult, in fact, for 
Hartsock — a pitcher and 
first baseman with the county 
champions — to even find a 
close game involving Riley. A 
10-7 victory over Fontanet 
was the closest thing to a nail- 
biter that appeared in his 
scrapbook. 


Hartsock, who was also 
president of the Class of 52 
and a four-year basketball 
player at Riley, recalls that he 
split pitching duties with left- 
hander Max Smith. 

Other members of the team 
included third baseman Babe 
Gummere, shortstop Lyle Ov- 
erton, outfielder Max Helton, 
catcher Harold Baker and 
Henry West, Charles Weddle, 
Bill Stewart and Bob Wells. 

Stewart should have been 
easy for Hartsock to re- 
member. “He’s our rural car- 
rier |for The Tribune-Star] 
now,” Hartsock said of his 
former teammate. 


“We always played pretty 
good defense, and we had 
some good hitters too,” 
Hartsock said in recalling 
what he believes is Riley’s 
only county championship 
diamond squad. “We had good 
games with Honey Creek and 
Glenn, and Valley was always 
tough.” 

Hartsock pitched a two- 
hitter in a 10-2 win over 
Glenn that season, but it was 
Smith who took the mound 
when the Cossacks and Valley 
— both teams sporting 7-0 
records — played for the 
county title. 

Riley got another one-sided 
victory that day, winning 9-3 
behind Smith’s pitching. “I 
think he might have played 
some semi-pro ball down 
around Jasper after that,” 
Hartsock said of Smith, but 
he didn’t remember any of the 
other players continuing in 
the sport. “We were all pretty 
good that year,” he noted. 


Hartsock worked 24 years 
for Ethyl Visqueen, and is 
now a maintenance carpenter 
at Rose-Hulman Institute of 
Technology. Baseball is re- 
gaining importance in his life 
too, he said. 

“T have a grandson who is a 
dandy ball player. He plays 
down at Dixie Bee,” said 
Hartsock. 

Does the 10-year-old get 
any advice from Grandpa? 

“TIsn’t that what all 
grandfathers do?” Hartsock 
replied. 


Class hoop tournaments 


“Some of the fondest 
memories of the Class of 1937 
are the class tournaments 
held in the years 
1933-34-35-36,” wrote Paul R. 
Smith. 


“The rivalry ... between 
these classes was something 
we will never forget. In 1933, 
the Class of 1937 were eighth- 
graders (but) were allowed to 
take part in the tournament 
and were runners-up to the 
seniors. They won the tourna- 


ment the next three years. 

“Riley School burned in the 
early spring of 1937, so the 
tournament was not held that 
year. 


“There were seven seniors 
on the varsity team that year 
— Jean Fisher, Joe Fox, Jim 
Graham, Harold Brown, Ed 
Clingerman, Chet Wood and 
Paul Smith. Maybe those 
seven could have won and, if 
not, we had 14 more boys to 
help.”
